Tbe highest poaltion io wbioh 
the shell-bed was observed is to Ibo east of 
the Saaniob road aboot fi mllea Irom Vioto- 
It oooarred iD'a'aligbt'depiesaion at a 
height of about 300 feet aboT<> tbe lea, bot it 
is not improbable, that it may be met wiib 
at Btill greater heigbis in other places.

In alltbeareaexaminedby maoD andabnot 
Vancouver Island tbare was a singular ab- 
aenoe of large erratic blocks, lae grooves 
woie remarked on the beach below Beaooo 
Ilill near Victoria running 8 27 W. 

The vegetable soil which has been men- 
tioned eeems to be of a vary prudootive 
character, and whether Id tbe lore^t, tbe 
field or the garden, appeara, combined with 
tho favorable climate, to yield large retares. 
lo the Oomozdistriot( aboat UO miles from 
Viotoris, aa already stated, the soil ia spread 
over B ver] considerable area of prairieoono- 
iry, oommooly deeigoalad au opeaing, ex» 
tending from tbe Cosat np tbe diOeient 
branohes of tbo Courteoay River for seven or 
uigbt miles. The sortaco of this district, 
wbicb is oaturslly free irom timber, with tbe 
vzoeptiqg ,pl eiogle treea and stumpa, obiefly 
ol oaks (Quercna GBrryama) and strips of 
aldara (Aloua Oregon*) in tbe bultomp,may 
bo some iwalve square milea, tba aeenary of 
whiob li picturesque and parkiike. Ita mar* 
gin ifl very irregular in shape and it is aur- 
roonded by a growth ol very heavy timber, 
among which are Ibe Donglas pine (Abies 
DongUst) often attiiniog tan f«ei io diame- 
ter and 200 leet io heigbl, half of wbiob is 
free from branches aod the cedar (Thuja gi- 
utaa) nflen squally large. Tie open 
country in it* Ontoral ainte is mostly covered 
with a growth ot fert.s, wbicb somatimei at- 
tain a bright ol ten feet, with Btema three- 
qoarlera ot att inoo io diameter and rootn 
defceodiog to a depth ol three feat, Ths'e 
roots tbe native Indiana propara io aome pe- 
culiar way for winter food and exoavate deep 
trenches to obtiio tbem. Tbe farmers are 
under iha ceoessity of grubbing up tbe fern 
routi before Ibe gronod i* ready loi aje, nod 
they are oifcea voianlarily assiited by ihuii 
piga in tbia operatioo, these aoims'B, it is 
said, teliabing the iarn roat ai food. I was 
inlormed by Mr John Robb and Ur John 
McFarlan, two partnership aettlera of the 
district, that tbe average yield of laod after 
it is oleared and tboruuxhly aoder cnltiva- 
lion ia of wheat, from 30 to 35 boahials per 
acre; barley, 40 to 45 baehsis; oaia, CO lu 
60; peas, 40 to 45; potatoes, 150 to 200; tai- 
nips, 20tj25 tooa. Some of tbe tuioipa 
exhibited by Mr ftobb at tba agricaltoral 
show are said to have been remarkably beavy, 
bat those of tbe Swedish and yellow vari- 
tiea, aeen by mo, I coasider raifaer smal'. 
rheaaaioo, however, was aaid to be an ot- 
asaally dry one. Tbe yield of Timothy bay 
18 eaid to be abont 2 t^ns per aore. Clover 
tbrivi s well and rye graas ia Tataed lor iti 
after crop. 

Tho yield of bntter per cow after calf feed- 
ing Is about 150 lbs annually, tbe ordinary 
selling price being 40 cents per pound. Catlle 
geuerally require to be home ltd from tbe 
beginning otDecawbsr to tbe middle or April, 
Sqow seldou lies long. Heavy falls soraetimeg 
occar bat geaerally disappear in a few days. 
Onoe or twice anow baa rsmaiaad on the 
ground for two months, Apples, pears, ploms, 
cberrifB, white and red raapbarries, red, 
vrblte and black curraota, ani most klndi of 
fruit thrive remarkably well. Some apples, of 
which I oblaintd^samples, measured thirteen 
incbes in circumfercaca and wiigbeil nineteec 
ouQces, They were high ilarored and well 
adapted for eating and cooking. Of tbe peare 
many measured slevsn incbes ia circamler- 
ence and were high flavored and juicy. 

At GabrioU prairia laod, or optniogs, such 
as those already deicribed at Jomoi, occur. 
Mors of tbem are met with on SikltspniiK 
laland, but in neither place of the same ex- 
tent aa at Comox. Mr Griffith, one of the 
aettlera at Saltaprlag, informed va that the 
fall wheat thrives well there aod yields from 
35 to 40 bushels per acre, Of other grains 
tbe yield seems to be about tbe game at at 
Oomox. In Mr 6'rifiiths' garden there was a 
large plot of common winter cabbage, tbe 
solid beads of mogt of which measured from 
three to four feet in cicumfereac*. Red cab> 
bage and oauliflowere were equally large and 
sound, Oarrota and parsnips were largs as

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LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES, 

Alrlca- 

Niw YoEK, July 2— Tbe Herald's Lon- 
don special diepatch says lettsra hove been 
received from Stinloy, the Livingitone ex- 
plorer, of whiob tba following is a sammary: 
From Utegamytnbie, wbera Stanley arrived 
io Sept last, I inland advancing on Ajuji, 
bnt Noauibo, King of AjnjI, decided tbet no 
oaravaa sboold pass Ajnji unlers over bis 
bo^y. Tbo Arabs declarod war and aoiioi> 
pateda victory. I gave ibem assistance the 
firal day, and in concert with tbem attacked 
two villages, captured, killed and drove 
away tbe inhabilaotl. Tbe third day the 
Arabs were attacked aod roaied, with tar- 
tible alaogbter. On the (onrtb day my own 
men after cooniderable difficolty reached tbe 
Baburbs of Ajuji. I entered Griog gum nod 
carrying tbo Amaiicon flag. Tbe astonisb> 
ed natives flocked atoood in crowds wilb 
deafening shouts. I noticed in the midst ot 
a gtoap of Arabs, and (trangely coQiruB^iog 
with their sanbornt faces, a pale and gray 
bearded man, wearing u oaval cap witb gold 
baoda and * red woolen abirt. Preeerviog a 
demoaaor of calmDces belora tbe Arabf, 1 
aaid it was Dr LiviugB^uoe I presume. He 
amiliagly answered yes. He inlormed me 
that be slatted io March, 1868 witb 12 epears 
tiooe man and 7 liberoted slaves, and travel- 
ed up the banks of tba Beanna, and hia men 
got frigbiaoed and daaerted and reporlsd 
LivlagBtone dead as an excuse lor the deaerw 
lion. He crossed tbe Gbambrei and found it 
to bo a wholly separata river, and he tonnd it 
irag oalled Farthers Luadiida. Us eiuiored 
ibe MillMiua and found that tho Leambaldre 
Is tbe source of the Nils, aud that ihe leoiilb 
oi the Nile la About 26UU niilea. It ia not 
BBpplied by Lugaiiies, tbe riidiuii, Wboo 
within ISO mlleg ol itie explored (jroiind be 
was obligtd '0 return to Ajuji deslllulo. EKto 
we msl ttod wb then left on the 16ib 0! Oc- 
tober and arrived al NuKaugumbe at tbe end 
ot Deoember. We spent 38 days la exploring 
the district together. Livingstone then left 
NuKangambo to explore the mouih of tbe 
Jam Jamjike Lake aud tho remaining 180 
naeuB. This will occupy tbe next iwo yean.
